Oun present desire to compliment the 
Americans of Shanghai on their evincement 
of national spirit, and regard for a correct 
local public policy, will ‘not, we trust, 
expose us to the charge of instituting an 


" odorous comparison ” with the correspond- 


ing state of things in Hongkong. A consus 
of the beachcombers in Honekong would 
disclose, we are informed, an overwhelming 
preponderance of Americans. It appears 
that our nearness to Manila has imposed 
upon us this unwelcome horde, for which 


- wehave to thank the callous and eelfish 


policy of the Philippine authorities. Doubt- 
less soon we shall have to thank the respec- 
‘table American community of Hongkong 
for taking some action to repair the mie- 


* ghief their compntricts at Manila have

Darinson, the aeting American’. Consul. 
General at Shanghai, and his constituents, 


which is aimed to afford help to the deserv-

of indigent Americans there was increas- 
ing. He alo admitted that the Ameri- 
cana (and other foreigners) who appealed 
for ‘charity were not “worthy,” but 
were generally professional beachcombers. 
We further confirmed o fact proviously dwelt 
upon-by us that the fortign communities of 
the China coast have gained s reputation 
(among the idle ne’er-do,wella and wastrels) 
of being “susceptible.” This reputation, 
wo need scarcely repeat, is strongly agsinat 
all legislative or other action intended to 
keep undesirables away. Where the car- 
case is, there will the vultures foregather ; 
and the news of a lot of people who are 
readily inmaposed upon is da great an attrac- 
tion oa: was the oldex-time Pagoda tree. 
“People often gave,” he said, “because 
they were loath to refuse o man who might 
he in genuine distress.” This is very true, 
but excusable as the antiment appears, it 
is shockingly bad politics, and it only serves 
to increase the evil. Very often, the gonerous 
persons who are so susceptible, and who aro 
described by some modern writer aa “ tho 
cadger's delight,” ure of the easy-going, 
improvident sort who occasionally find it 
awkward to. pay their own legal debts. 
Where the soft-hearted one is not open to 
such an aspersion, ho is none the leas 
mistaken in supposing he is likely to help 
some deserving case by such elosmosynary 
weakness.. As a matter of fact, the philon- 
thropist-has to. -nock out the -really 
deserving cases. They are seldom found. 
begging “ openly. ‘Tho honest pauper 
shrinks from the public gaze. 
ashamed of his poverty. He will be 
more anxious to avoid public observation 
than aro bis more fortunate brethren anxious 
toavoid hitn. It does not need much ex- 
périence to detect the professional solicitor 
from the beginner. Perhaps the dweller in 
the East bas fewor opportunities to compare 
them, because most he secs are the case” 
hardened ones, whose carefully acted ‘aa- 
sumption of shyness and reluctance should 
never deceive anybody who has encountered 
the real thing. Mr. Dasipson made a good 
point when he said that a properly organised 
society to help the truly unfortunate would 
save moro moncy. than it would spond. 
That the Americans in’ Hongkong have so 
far done‘ nothing to provide for their 
nationals may be explained by the fact that 
experiance bas taught them the deserving 
cases fre so rare, and they may not have 
thought of tha possibility of thue saving the 
Jess wise frown being imposed upon. The 
Shanghai Americans have formed a-society 
called the American Relief Society, and 
ench case is to be sent to the Consulate for 
investigation. No money will he given. 
Help will take the shape of orders for bed 
and board, Nuisances will be shipped off. 
That is our existing nuisance. Manila ships 
off its nu‘sances to Hongkong, in some cases 
bringing. improper pressure to bear upon 
shipping companies to bring them here. 
One cose is mentioned of a British firm 
which found it unprofitable to refuse, 
although it did not wish to bring any such 
charactera to Hongkong, where it knew they 
were unwanted. If the Shanghai society 
selecta Hongkong ns adestination for any 
of its subjects, it ia to be hoped our Gorern- 
ment will more rigorously enforce the pro- 
visions of its Vagrancy ordinance. '
